THE TOBACCO TAX. 


Washington, 
July C.—The 
senate 


committee on finance today completed 
Its consideration of the Internal reve- 
nue provision of the Payne-Aldrich 
tariff bill,'fixing taxes on tobacco and 
it was reported to tho senate soon 
afterwards. The existing; rate of three 
dollars per thousand on cigars weigh- 
ing more than three pounds per thou- 
sand was retained, but a provision 
was added Increasing the tax on hlgli 
grade clears. 
This proviso fixes a 


tax of 4 
1 dollars pf-r thousand when 


the wholesale price Is between $75 and 
5110. 


Where the price is more than $110 


the tox Is fixed nt nine dollars per 
thousand. 
On cigars weighing three 


pounds or less per thousand the house 
.rate of one dollar Is reduced to 75 
cents per thousand, an increase of 21 
cents over the existing rate.1' 


Rates en Cigarettes. 


. . The 
rate on cigarettes 
weighing 


more than three pounds per thousand, 
the house rate of $3.60 is retained, hut 
On those" weighing not 
more than 


three pounds the house • rate is re- 
duced from SI.50 to $1.25 per thou- 
sand, which still leaves an increase 
over the existing law.

than the ordinary mode of drying and 
curing, preparing for sale or con- 
sumption, even if prepared, without 
the use of any machine or Instrument 


. and without being- sweetened." 
' i.Included in the provision are also 
all fine cut shorts or refuge scraps, 
clippings, cuttings and sweepings. 


The use of coupons, or any form of 


premium slips in packages of tobac- 
co is" prohibited by a new section of 
the bill. 
This "section is considered 


to be broad enoujh to prohibit all 
forms of trade stimulants through the 


• 'promise of gifts and Trill apply to re- 


tail sales on cigars from boxes as well 
as to the placing of certificates In 
packages. 
The laws governing the 


sizes of. packages of cigars are re- 
enacted. -Additional sixes of packages 
of smoking tobacco are permitted by 
the senate amendment. It is provided 
that the new 
- taxes shall not take 


effect until July 1, 1910.

SOUTH BEND HAS A 


SHOCKING TRAGEDY 


BIG VICTORY FOR GOVERNMENT. 


Wins in Noted Whisky Case Tried at 


Cincinnati.' 


Cincinnati, July 6.—Judge Thomp- 


son, ' In the United States district 
court, today overruled a motion for 
a new trial in the case in which the 
federal government obtained a ver- 
dict by a jury in this court that thir- 
teen barrels of whisky seized on the 
premises of Corhin & Co., o£ this 
city, contained substituted or added 
spirits. 


This case marks an epoch 
in 


whisky legislation and was bitterly 
fought, the liquor association send- 
ing an attorney here from Washing- 
ton, D. C., and the government send- 
ing a special attorney here to assist 
United States Attorney McPherson 
In the prosecution. 


The government wins a complete 


victory. This is said' to be the first 
time in the history o£ the United 
States that a chemical test was held 
to be sufficient to prove the conten- 
tion of the government that whisky 
had been adulterated, and chemists 
from all over the world have been 
interested in the outcome of the 
case. 


KILLED IN FAST TIME. 


Italian Murderer Electrocuted in Au- 


burn Prison. 


Auburn. N. Y., July 6.—Guisseppe 


Sanducci, who murdered Joseph Dar- 
dano, an Italian detective at Belfast 
Allegheny. Dec. 21, 1907, was put to 
death In the electric chair in Auburn 
today. The execution was remarkable 
for celerity. Two shocks were used to 
kill. One lasted three seconds over a 
minute. The other shock was less than 
thirty 
seconds 
duration. Sanducct's 


crime was committed In the presence 
of fifty people at the railroad station 
In' Belfast and was a sequel to the ar 
rest of his employer on a charge o 
violation of the liauor tax laws.

The woman was dressed in laven- 


der. 
As the boat drifted towar'd the 


dam those on the shore saw her talk- 
Ing and laughing with he_r compan- 
on.' The man drew the oars Into the 
boat and let it pass on towards thfc 
dam without 
making an 
effort 
to 


iheck its progress. 


When the couple came within 300 


or 400 feet of the dam some of those 
on shore called to the man, telling 
him there was a dam just below them. 
The man turned his head, pulled the 
oars through the water, and then into 
the boat. 


Laugh as Crowd Warns. 


In the meantime the boat had come 


within a short distance of the dam. 
The crowd on the shore increased as 
the shouts of warning went up. lien 
ran along the bank shouting and yell- 
ing. 


The couple in the boat laughed 


again. 
The man rose to his feet, 


lighted another cigarette and stood 
laughing as the boat reached the top 
of the dam. Then it disappeared In 
the water below. A few minutes later 
it was seen overturned, floating down 
stream. 


Neither the man nor the . woman 


was known to any of the-hundreds 
who saw them from ,the shore. It Is 
believed they were visitors in South 
Bend.

ways and means committee, when a 
great tariff bill was pending. A strik- 
ing thing about Representative Cush- 
man was that he never displayed his 
gift of humor to the house for mere 
amusement, but always with a view of 
impressing his view more forcibly up- 
on that body. His style of expression 
and his homely appearance had much 
to do with the effect of his remarks. 


One of his first speeches to attract 


attention touched on the effects of the 
panic In 1S93, 


Stomachs Rose and Fell. 


In describing the impoverished con- 


dition to which his constituents were 
reduced, he said they were forced to 
live on clams, washed ashore by the 
Incoming tide. 
"Their stomachs" he 


concluded, "rose and fell with the ris- 
ing and falling of the tide." He prob- 
ably will be long remembered by rea- 
son of the effectiveness of his humor 
in the debater on the Payne tariff 
bill in the house. 
His speech in de- 


fense of retaining the duty on lumber 
secured several additional votes for the 
duty. His acquiescence in a. rule for 
a vote on the Payne bill with reduced 
rates on lumber assured its passage. 
In describing his feelings to the house 
he likened them 'to those of a cow 
puncher in Wyoming .whose ability to 
raise ono thousand cattle in one sum- 
mer with one cow as a starter, caused 
a rope to be placed around his neck 
by a vigilance committee.

THE INCOME TAX. 


Without a dissenting vote the senate 


has adopted a resolution that provides 
for submission .to the states ol an 
amendment to the constitution of the 
United State that will permit an In- 
come tax to be levied. The resolution 
will go to the house, where undoubted- 
ly it will be promptly accorded similar 
treatment. 


This practically disposes of the in- 


come tax issue at the present session 
of congress. Senator Bailey's measure 
has been rejected and so is closed for 
the time being the chapter on this 
special form of tax. 


The text ot the resolution for an 


amendment to the constitution as it 
passed' the senate Is: 


Article XVI. The congress-shall 


. have the power to lay and collect 


taxes on incomes, from whatever 
source derived, without any appor- 


. tionment among the several states 


and without regard to any census 
or enumeration. 
With this proposed amendment to 


' the constitution made a part of the 


federal organic law an issue long in 
dispute will have been effectually set- 
tled. 
The national government has 


imposed and collected a tax on In- 
comes to supplement the revenues In 
times when war imposed great mone- 
tary stress upon the country and the 
supreme court upheld the power of the 
government to do so. Tha Wilson- 
Qorroan tariff bill of 1894 carried an 
income tax feature which the supreme 
court declared invalid. Mr. Roosevelt 
has advocated an income tax and Pres- 
ident Taft favors it, but the president 
has urged a constitutional amendment 
as the safe and sure way to get.at It. 


The proposed amendment must bo 


ratified by the legislatures of three- 
fourths of the states of the union, the 
•which, when done, 
will 
make 
the 


amendment a part ol the organic in-' 
strument of federal government. It Is 
an opinion held In some quarters? in 
Washington that the great wealthy 
men and Interests of the country will 
offer no further opposition in congress 
to an income tax, but will save their 
efforts in-the hope that twelve states 
can be found which will reject the 
proposed amendment. It. would be in-

After try- 
ing this way, few would voluntarily go 
back to the old method of slicing.

HAVE GOOD JOBS OUT WEST. 


By far the heaviest freight train 


ever hauled by one locomotive on any 
railroad In this country, and probably 
In ' the world, hns been moved over 
the 
Pennsylvania railroad between 


Altoonn. and Enola, near Harrlsburir, 
Pa. A single locomotive, No. 1113. on 
June 22r,d, pulled a train of 105 steel 
cars loaded with 5.G44 tona of coal 
for 127 miles Ui 7 hours and 12 min- 
utes, or at an average speed of 1776 
ml'es an hour. 


Locomotive No. 1113. which drew 


this train, is known technically as the 
H-8-b 
type. It was built at the Al- 


toona shops of the Pennsylvania rail- 
road and has a tractive power of 42.- 
681 pounds. 
There were more than 


106,600 pounds of coal on each car In 
the 'train. The total weight of lading 
was, therefore, over 11,000,000 pounds. 
The entire train, 
Including engine, 


caboose and cars weighed 7,644 tons 
or 15,288,000 pounds, and the coal 
alone 6,644 tons. The train stretched 
along the track for 3,600 feet, more 
than two- thirds of a mile. 


The best previous record of a heavy 


freight movement on the Pennsylvania 
railroad was on June 18, when a train 
of 94 steel cars, loaded with coal, and 
•weighing 13,844,000 pounds, made the 
run between Altoonn. and Enola In 7 
hours and 31 mjnutes.

, 
Work Here. 


Plans and suggestions for the beauti- 


flcatlon of Fort Wayne to be outlined 
by Charles Muliord Boblason "will'not 
overreach the city's means, but on the 
contrary will be confined to a. scope 
that is entirely 'practicable, according 
to a statement by Mr. Robinson, who 
•returned to the city Monday afternoon 
to resume his Inspection of topoeraph- 
IcaJ conditions. "I certainly would not 
coma Into a city of the size of Fort 
Wayne and preptr* suggestions for a 
Paris," laid Ifr. Robinson at the 'An- 
thony today.- "My effort Is to supply 
some suggestions ol practical value," 
he continued, "and something within 
the range 
o£ possibility for Fort 


Wayne; cot a visionary dream that is 
utterly out of th» question with the 
facilities and the conditions at hand." 


Monday afternoon Mr. Robinson, in 


company .with Charles Carroll 'Brown, 
of Indianapolis, a consulting engineer 
of wide renown, tramped along the 
Tlvar banks with a. view o( suggested 
beautlflcation by a system of boule- 
vards along the backs of the streams. 
This morning the greater portion of 
the time was spent in consultation with 
City Engineer Kandall. This afternoon 
the rolling mill 'district was visited,! 
and tomorrow Mr. Robinson'will give 
some attention to''th« .matter of street 
approaches for the proposed elevated 
track districts.' 


Favors River Boul«v*rds. 


Improvement of tha river banks by 


the creation of & system of river'drlves 
and boulevards it yery highly favored, 
both by" Mr. Robinson apd by'.Mr. 
.Brown, whom he asfced to come to Fort 
Wayne for the purposa of consultation. 
'1 am glad to find;" said Mr. Robin- 
son today, "that Mr. Brown's Ideas 
coincide with my own In this matter, 
and It Is certain that some river im- 
provement wyi be suggested In the 
•general schem* of the oily' beautiful. 
Tho rivor problem here is an especially 
difficult one, however, from the fact 
that th« volume of water varies so 
gteatly with the different seasons of 
the year. We shall have to provide for 
conditions of both low and high stages 
of water." 


Mr. Brown, who Is president of the 


Municipal Art association in Indian- 
apolis, gave It as his opinion that the 
•beautlflcatlon of the river banks 'was 
very logical and possible. 
"You must 


first secure control of"your river banks. 
They are extremely beautiful and offer 
great possibilities. In Indianapolis we 
secured this desjred control partially 
by donation and partially by purchase 
Following this, we stcured the passage 


I of a state law giving a city the right to 
erect dikes along the rivers and broad- 
en their crests into broad and beautl- 


! ful boulevards. 
Several 
of 
these: 


boulevards have been built already and 
the plan is to continue their construc- 
tion. The same law which has per- 
mitted us to do this in Indianapolis 
wlU permit you to build boulevards 
along your rivers in Fort Wayne. 'We 
expend something like 5200,000 a year. 
on this work; you might 
as easily 


spend $75,000 or $100,000." 


Mr. Brown left at noon for the uorth- 


west, where he Is employed as consult- 
ing engineer in a 'big irrigation pro- 
ject Mr. Robinson will spend several 
days in Fort Wayne.
